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jhermau'i  Operation*  against  Kenesaw. 

The  correspondent  ol  the  Cincinnati  Gaz- 
ette, in  his  notice  of  the.  attack  upon  Kene- 
«aw  mountain  by  Gen  Soermav  .  after  stat 
ing  that  Stanley's  Division  of  Howard's 
corps  had  the  advance,  speaks  of  the  can 
oonading  which  opened  the  attack,  and  the 
subsequent  proceedings  thus  : 

All  these  batteries  opened  simultaneously 
upon  Kenesaw  and  the  lower  hills  just  to 
the  right.  Until  our  lines  commenced  to 
advance,  the  rebels  maintained  the  silence 
of  the  grave;  and  such  was  the  shower  of 
deadly  missiles  hurled  upon  the  top  and 
around  the  sides  ot  the  mountain,  that  it 
really  seemed  as  if  no  living  thing  could  re- 
main upon  it  The  awful  crash  ol  shot  and 
shell  through  the  trees,  the  sound  of  the 
concusion  as  they  struck  the  rocks  and  flew 
to  pieces,  and  even  the  deep  heavy  thud, 
which  told  that  one  had  buried  itself  in  soft 
earth  could  be  distinctly  heard  at  the  distance 
of  a  mile  Could  there  be  any  rebels  upon 
the  mountain  ? 

Suddenly  as  VVlntaker's  and  Craft's  brig- 
udes  (the  latter  in  command  of  Col.  Kirby,  of 
the  101st  Ohio)  were  moving  gallantly  to  the 
attack,  and  sturdy  Grose  was  waiting  to  see 
where  he  might  be  needed,  the  rebels  opened 
from  four  different  points.  Two  enormous 
guns  were  on  the  very  summit  of  Kenesaw; 
two  halterien,  not  far  a  part,  were  on  a  low 
hill  on  the  right  of  the  mountain;  and  still 
further  to  the  right  was  another  battery, 
which  we  could  not  see.  The  scene  was 
qow  truly  grand.  Thunder  answered  thun- 
der More  than  sixty  pieces  of  cannon  were 
exploding  iu  quick  succession  The  air 
shrieked  continually  as  if  tortured  by  the 
flying  missiles  The  trees  of  the  forest  act- 
ually shuddered  as  if  instinct  with  fearful 
life  The  very  earth  shook  beneath  the  re 
•  erberations 

At  length,  however,  all  the  rebel  guns, 
■save  the  battery  upon  the  right,  were  silenc- 
ed, and  the  clangor  of  the  musketry  told 
how  fiercely  Whitaker  and  Kirby  were 
:orcing  their  way,  and  how  sternly  they  were 
resisted  I  have  already  informed  you  that 
Whitaker  took  the  ground  he  was  designed 
to  take,  and,  held  it  against  all  opposition; 
while  Kirby,  being  exposed  in  an  open  field 
to  a  heavy  and  uniiitennitted  ehower  of 
musket  balls,  was  compelled  to  relinquish 
the  position  lie  had  taken,  and  'till  back  to 
the  line  whence  he  started 

After  night  fall,  the  enemy  made  most 
persistent  aod  determined  efforts  to  drive 
Whitaker,  from  his  advanced  position,  but 
the  gallant  Kentuckian  held  it  against  all 
their  attempts,  repelling  no  less  than  seven 
distinct  charges  upon  his  lines.  In  these 
chages  the  enemy  must  have  suffered  very 
severely.  Although  the  rebels  finally  des- 
paired of  being  able  to  retake  the  ground  they 
bad  lo?t,  the  opposing  lines  were  so  near 
<ach  other  that  the  firing  continued  without 
a  moment's  intermission  during  the  entire 
night 

The  next  morning  (21st  June)  thu  cannon 
.ding  was  resumed  on  both  sides,  and  fiery- 
missile  again  met  fiery  missile,  as  each  whirl 
ed  onward  with  ferocious  ener?v  to  its  work 
of  death 

About  1PM  a  has  determined  lo  occu« 
DJ  again  the  ground  which  Kirl...  had  ta- 
ken the  day  belore,  but  was  unable  lo  hold 
On  the  left,  IBe  Slit  Ohio  advanced  as  a 
picket  line,  closely  supported  by  the  90tli 
Ohio  and  part  ol  the  101st.  On  the  right 
the  15th  Ohio  and  the  49th,  both  belonging 
to  Col.  Gibson's  brigade  of  Wood's  division 
t,the  brigade  commanded  to-day  by  Col  Nod 
me,  25th  Illinois,)  advanced  with  great  spir 
it  upoQ  the  enemy,  and  in  a  shorter  time  than 
it  takes  to  write  this,  hurled  him  from  the 
bill.  The  victorious  regiments  immediately 
commenced  throwing  up  works;  the  rebels 
<vere  so  stricken  that  they  made  no  attempt 
:o  retake  the  position.  General  Howard  ad 
vanced  his  whole  corps  to  correspond  with 
Stanleys  advance.  The  rebel  skirmishers 
everywhere  retired  from  their  outworks;  and 
thus  had  we  gained  by  the  excellent  manage 
ment  of  Generals  Howard,  Stanley.  Wood, 
Whitaker  and  their  subordinates,  and  bv  the 
valor  of  their  troops,  a  most  important  ad 
vantage 

fhe  correspondent  ot  the  Commercial, 
„ritting  of  the  sstne  battle,  giveR  ?nme  ad 
Jilional  facte  ; — 

for  several  days  we  have  hud  constant 
sKirmishing,  but  nothing  apprnac'iinc  the 
dignity  of  a  battle  To-day  we  have  had  a 
slight  change  in  the  programme  that  hag 
been  daily  enacted.  Schofleld  having  cross 
ed  and  taking  position  on  the  right,  at 
o'clock  our  artillery,  numbering  perliapa 
twenty  guns,  and  situated  on  the  small  hill 
on  Palmer's  aud  Howard's  front,  opened  up- 
on the  rebel  position  with  a  terrific  fire  The 
batteries  fired  by  volley  and  continued  with 
out  ceasing,  until  about  six  when  Stanley  or 
dered  Whitaker  to  charge  a  knob  in  his 
front,  the  possession  of  which  by  our  forces 
.vaa  of  the  utmost  importance,  inasmuch  as 
from  its  summit  an  enfilading  fire  cau  begot 
upon  Kinesaw  and  Bald  Top  Whitaker 
promptly  responded,  and  with  his  skirmish- 
ers, the  21st  Kentucky  and  the  51st  Ohio, 
charged  up  the  steep  slope,  on  the  crest  of 
which  the  enemy  had  a  strong  line  of  breast 
works  The  21st  was  the  first  regiment  to 
charge  the  hill,  and  were  promptly  supported 
by  the  51st,  which  arrived  upon  time  to  make 
a  desperate  charge  upon  the  works,  which 
they  did  with  a  cheer,  and  a  determination 
to  succeed  at  whatever  cost.  Rushing  mad. 
ly  forward,  their  determination  and  despera- 
tion increased,  as  their  comrades  fell  thickly 
around  them  But  five  minutes  passed  ere 
(.be  brave  fellows  o:  the  21nt  and  51st  were 
seen  mounting  the  works  and  disappearing 
n  the  ether  side  For  a  few  moments  the 
ispense  of  the  spectator  was  painful,  for 


was  not  improbable.  Whitaker,  however, 
who  knew  the  material  of  which  the  regi 
ments  were  composed,  and  that  if  ordered 
they  would  charge  '  into  the  mouth  of  hell." 
betrayed  no  signs  of  uneasiness.  A  smile 
rested  upon  his  countenance,  which  present- 
ly received  new  lustre,  as  a  number  of  reb- 
els emerged  from  behind  the  works,  closely 
followed  by  a  guard  from  the  captors  of  the 
ridge.  They  had  driven  the  enemy  from 
their  works  beneath  one  of  the  most  deadly 
musketry  fires  that  ever  was  delivered  from 
behind  breastworks. 

While  this  charge  was  being  made,  the 
brigade  of  General  Craft,  now  commanded 
by  Colonel  Kirby,  male  an  assault  upou  a 
spur  running  out  on  the  southwest  from  the 
knob  taken  by  Whitaker,  and  separated 
from  it  only  by  a  narrow  ravine.  They  gal- 
lantly carried  the  spur,  but  were  subsequent- 
ly attacked  by  overwhelming  numbers  aud 
forced  back. 

Desptrate  AssuvHt,  upon  Whitaker.  —  On 
gaining  a  lodgment  on  the  knob  in  the  ene- 
my's breastworks,  Whitaker  ordered  the 
men  to  digging.  The  rebel  breastworks 
were  remodeled  and  strengthened  just  in 
time  to  enable  the  skirmish  line  and  first 
battle  line  to  receive  a  desperate  charge 
from  the  foiled  enemy,  who,  with  a  demo- 
niac cheer  that  rung  out  upon  the  evening 
air,  rushed  like  infuriated  maniacs  upon  our 
line,  evidently  determined  to  crush  it  by  one 
desperate  and  bloody  assault 

But  Whitaker  and  his  men  were  not 
caught  napping.  The  charge  was  met  by 
our  men  in  the  works,  and  the  enemy  retir- 
ed to  the  rear,  broken,  disheartened — but  ten 
times  more  revengeful.  Half  an  hour  pass- 
ed ;  the  shock  of  the  repulse  had  hardly 
passed,  when  skirmish  and  occasional  artil- 
lery fire,  took  the  place  of  the  heavy  roll  of 
musketry  that  accompanies  a  charge  But 
the  rebels  were  not  despondent;  gathering 
their  host  for  another  charge,  our  skirmish  • 
ers  heard  the  cheer  and  braced  themselves 
for  the  assault.  They  met  it,  and  were  ns 
immovable  as  the  projecting  rocks  of  Kine- 
saw that  Quietly  looked  down  upon  the  bat- 
tle raging  near'ite  base  The  enemy  came 
very  near;  our  skirmishers  reserving  their 
fire  until  they  were  but  a  few  paces  distant, 
when  they  opened  a  deadly  tire,  which  re- 
pulsed them  grandly  The  skirmish  line 
alone  did  the  work 

Later  in  the  evening  another  attack  to  re- 
cover their  position  was  made  by  the  enemy, 
with  no  great  euccess.  After  every  attack  his 
dead  and  wounded  were  piled  up  in  heaps  in 
fiont  of  our  works,  and  subsequently  gath- 
ered in  by  our  ambulance  corps  During 
the  night  the  assaults  were  seven  times  re« 
newed,  and  every  one  repulsed  most  gallantly. 
Whitaker,  during  the  night,  strengthened  his 
position 

Terrible  slaughter  of  llie  HcbeU.—  W  ben  day  • 
light  broke  upon  the  battlefield  this  morning, 
the  effect  of  the  gallant  Whitaker' s  repulse 
of  the  enemy's  charges  were  apparent.  At 
those  points  where  the  enemy  had  swooped 
down  upon  the  devoted  little  brigade  in  over- 
whelming numbers,  the  rebel  dead  were 
piled  very  thick  upon  each  other,  while  un- 
der and  above  them  lay  hundreds  of  the  en 
emv's  wounded,  weltering  in  their  blood.  No 
ess  than  seven  eharges  were  made,  during 
the  evening  aud  night  upon  Whitaker  every 
one  of  which  was  repulsed,  with  a  bloody 
loss  to  the  enemy  Had  we  not  been  in 
trenched  behind  breastworks  our  loss  would 
have  been  very  heavy  The  rebel  loss  is 
estimated  at  500  in  tue  seven  charges,  over 
150  of  whom  were  buried  ou  the  field  last 
night  and  this  morning 

Colonel  Price,  21s(  Kentucky. — Among  the 
wounded  yesterday,  in  Whitaker  a  charge 
s  Colonel  Price  ol  the  21st  Kentucky, 
who  behaved  with  marked  gallantly  His 
wound,  at  first,  believed  to  be  mortal,  is  a 
singular  one  A  musket  ball  penetrated 
his  coat  passed  through  the  vest  and  into  the 
shirt,  which  was  drawn  into  the  body  and 
pentrated  to  within  half  an  inch  of  the  heart 
The  surgeons  on  dressing  the  wound,  in  tak- 
ing hold  of  the  shirt  pulled  it  out  and  the 
ball  came  with  it.  The  Colonel  is  doing 
well,  and  soon  will  be  in  the  saddle  again. 

I  cannot  dismiss  this  subject  without  re- 
marking that  the  success  of  last  night,  upon 
which  much  was  staked,  depended  in  a  great 
measure  upon  the  far  seeing,  able  and  cau- 
tious Gens.  Stanley  and  Whitaker.  The  tat- 
ters bravery  has  never  been  questioned,  but 
in  the  splendid  manner  in  which  he  maneu- 
vered his  command,  he  trie  won  fresh  laurels

Kinesaw  Mountain.  Cobb.  Co.  Oa.,  June  22 
1 364. — One  of  ihe  most  brilliant  and  success 
fill  assaults  and  battles  of  this  war  was  made 
on  the  evening  ol  the  20(h,  by  General  Wal- 
ter C  Whitaker's  brigade,  under  hie  com- 
mand 

On  the  morning  ol  the  20th  it  was  found 
that  the  rebels  had  fallen  back  into  new  in 
trenchmenls,  at  and  beyond  the  base  of  Kin- 
esaw Mountain,  as  well  as  over  its  summit 
commanding  the  road  tn  Marietta  So  strong 
was  the  position  that  it  checked  the  progress 
of  the  army.  The  3rd  brigade  of  Stanlev's 
division,  which  was  in  the  advance  of  Ho 
ard'fi  (4th)  corps,  was  formed  in  line  of  bat- 
tle. Gen.  Whitaker's  brigade  (the  2d),  com 
posed  of  the  21st  Kentucky,  Colonel  Price, 
commanding;  96th  Illinois,  Col.  Champion, 
commanding;  40th  Ohio,  Colonel  Taylor, 
commanding;  51st  Ohio,  Colonel  McLean , 
commanding;  84th  Indiana,  Colonel  Xeff. 
commanding;  99th  Ohio,  Lt.  Col.  dimming, 
commanding;  35th  Indiana,  Major  Dufflcy , 
commanding ,  was  ordered  to  form  on  its 
right.  This  was  done  with  celerity .  In 
throwing  out  skirmishers  the  enemy  was 
found  to  be  in  posession  of  a  very  s  rong  po 
sition  just  beyond  Notes  creek,  where  it  was 
lound  necessary  to  dislodge  him.  Geueral 
Whitaker  was  ordered  to  do  this — throwing 
out  a  heavy  line  of  skirmishers  to  find  the 
exact  position  of  the  enemy.  The  21st  Ken 
tucky  (Col.  Price),  was  ordered  lo  assault 
the  works,  the  51st  Ohio  supporting .  The 
assault  was  most  gallantly  and  successfully 
made.  The  enemy  were  taken  prisoners 
two  companies  in  their  works.  Twas  rattier 
a  novelty  too;  for  among  the  prisoners  the 
brave  soldiers  of  the  21sl  Kentucky  lound 
their  comrades  otachool-boy  days;  they  were 
members  of  the  4th  and  9th  Kentucky  Con- 
feds.  So  soon  as  they  saw  them,  they  cried 
"We  beat  you  playiog  foot-ball  at  school , 
and  we  have  now  beat  you  fighting."  Yet 
the  recognition  was  pleasant  when  the  sur 
render  was  over.  * 

Immediately  after  the  stormiugol  the  work 
the  51st  Ohio  was  thrown  to  the  right,  and 
the  99th  Ohio  to  the  left  of  the  21st  Ky .. 


c  captureof  the  whole  party  by  the  enemy  with  two  regiments  of  infantry  supporting; 


Pioneers  were  set  to  work;  in  half  an  hour's 
time  a  barricade  was  partially  formed.  The 
enemy,  stung  by  the  loss  of  the  important 
point,  in  one  hour  after  the  assault  sent  two 
columns  to  retake  it.  They  were  repulsed 
with  great  loss.  Again  and  again  w:i-  the 
assault  renewed,  and  each  time  were  driven 
off.  Seven  desperate  assaults  were  made — 
so  desperate  and  fierce  that  the  men  were 
bayoneted  on  the  works — but  Whitaker's 
iron  brigade  held  their  position  like  hooks  of 
steel,  and  beat  of  the  rebels  with  fearful 
loss.  From  7  o'clock  till  11  the  battle  raged 
with  intense  fury.  Both  armies  were  wit- 
nesses of  the  combat.  But  the  tenacity, 
celerity,  and  boldness  of  the  General,  and 
the  courage  of  his  brave  officers  and  troops, 
won  one  of  the  most  brilliant  and  decisive 
victories.  When  the  fight  wns  raging,  den 
Thomas  sent  to  know  who  was  engaged.  On 
being  told  it  was  Whitaker' •  brigade,  tie  re 
marked,  "He'll  hold  the  place." 

Co!.  Price  behaved  most  sallautiy,  as  did 
also  his  officers.  Colonels  McLean,  Champ 
ion,  and  Taylor,  with  their  regiments,  fought 
well.  The  loss  of  Whitaker  s  bribade  i«273 
killed,  wounded,  and  missing.  The  rebels 
tost  over  200  killed,  and  between  600  and  700 
wounded  and  prisoners  By  the  kindness  of 
Capt.  Temple,  of  Gen.  Whitaker's  staff,  I 
send  you  a  list  of  the  killed  and  wounded  of 
this  most  fiercely  contested  battle  ot  Ihe 
advance  on  Atta'nta.  The  General's  staff 
behaved  with  the  greatest  gallantry.  Prison- 
ers frcm  seven  regiments  were  taken,  and 
theae  regiments  were  from  Generate  Walker'e, 
Cteburn  s  and  Bates's  divisions,  showing  that 
three  brigades  were  engaged  in  the  assault

fourteenth  Kentucky  Infantry. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Cincinnati  Cum' 
tuereial,  with  I  he  Army  ol  the  Cumberland, 
in  Georgia,  iu  descriptions  of  the  lighting  at 
Kenesaw  Mountains  thus  notices  the  con 
duct  of  the  gallant  Fourteenth  Kentucky 
Infantry  — 

The  14th  Kentucky,  .Strickland  s  brigade 
of  the  23d  Corps,  were  acting  as  skirmishers 
in  Iront  ol  the  brigade,  and  were  nearly  a 
mile  in  advance,  when  they  ran  suddenly 
upon  a  picket  company  whicb  was  just  be- 
ing thrown  out  as  skirmishers  in  front  ol  the 
rebel  General  Stevenson's  division,  and  so 
sudden  was  the  onset  and  so  ttiich  the  under 
growth,  that  they  were  taken  completely  by 
surprise    Thirty-five  of  them  were  captured 
and  the  remainder  killed  or  dispersed.  Most 
of  the  prisoners  were  Irom  a  North  Carolina 
regiment,  of  whom  the  rebels  are  wont  to 
say,  'All  the  tar  heels  waut,  anywhow,  is  just 
a  chance  to  run  away.'     After  running  over 
and  gobbling  up  thus  summarily  these  pick- 
ets, the  regiment  was  compelled  to  fall  back 
hastily  before  the  main  body  ot  the  enemy, 
and  take  up  a  new  position  about  a  hall  a 
mile  in  front  of  our  works,  which  were  now 
being  rapidly  completed.     They  stationed 
themselves  on  a  commanding  ridge,  and  put 
out  two  companies   aB   skirmishers.  The 
rebels  having  ascertained  our  whereabouts, 
began  also  to  erect  breastworks  and  prepare 
to  resist   any    further   advanee.      It  was 
very  readily  apparent  that  they  had  not  ex- 
pected us  in  that  quarter,  both  from  the 
statements  of  prisoners  and  from  the  entire 
absence  of  works  of  defense.    AI>out  five 
o'clock,  having  secured  themselves  by  their 
breastworks,  they  advanced  to  dislodge  ihe 
14th  from  their  position,  which,  il  occupied 
by  us  all  night  and  fortified,  would  render 
theirs  untenable.    Three  regiments  were  dis- 
patched against  it,  but  us  it  was  a  very  lull 
one  and  stood  well  lo  its  post,  thev  were  un- 
able lo  effect  their  object.    Two  more  were 
at  once  sent,  and  the  whole  mass  then  open- 
ed a  destructive  fire  aud  began  lo  advance 
rapidly  upon  them     The  two  companies  on 
Ihe  skirmish  line  were  put  speedily  to  rotil, 
but  were  nevertheless  able  to  bring  away  five 
prisoners  who  had  impetuously  rushed  right 
into  their  midst     The  loss  in  these  two 
companies  was  very  severe,  one  going  out 
with  sixty-five  and  bringing  away  only  twen- 
ty-six.  Despite  the  heavy  odds  against  them, 
the  14th  awaited  the  approach  of  the  five 
regiments  with  steadiuega,  and    made  no 
motion  toward  retiring  till  they  received  pos 
itive  orders  Irom  Gen.  Hascnll  to  fall  l>ack 
upon  the  woods. 

And  here  is  an  account  of  another  move- 
ment : 

The  14ili  Kentucky,  Colonel  Uullup, 
700  siroug  moved  forward.  Sikirmishcrs 
were  deployed,  and  with  banners  tiyiu" 
they  moved  forward  in  gallant  style.  They 
gained  the  crest,  and  at  once  began  throw- 
ing up  barricades.  In  the  meantime  il 
was  determined  to  fortify  the  crest  first 
readied,  as  it  was  beleived  the  enemy  were 
moving  forward  lo  drive  tie.  back.  The 
wisdom  of  ibis  conclusion  was  afterwards 
demonstrated  In  front  of  General  Hooker's 
lines  an  open  tract  ol  land  within  range  of 
artillery  and  small  arms  was  lound,  through 
which  the  enemy  would  be  obliged  to  move. 
Iu  front  of  Gen.  Hascall's  lines  the  woods 
were  dense.  In  our  Iront,  however,  an  open 
field  gave  a  tine  sweep  for  artillery.  Here 
Capt,  Shields  posted  his  batteries.  The  work 
of  defence  had  been  energetically  carried 
on,  and  when  the  sharp  firing  in  the  ekir- 
mish  line  told  of  ihe  enemy's  advance.  Ihe 
command  was  prepared  for  a  stubborn  re- 
sistance. As  soon  as  it  had  been  determined 
to  hold  the  ridge  first  gained.  Col.  Gallup 
was  ordered  lo  leave  bis  skirmishers  on  the

Andrew  Johusou  of  Tennessee. 

Audrew  Johusou  of  Tennessee  was  born 
in  Italeigh.  North  Carolina,  December  _.hli, 
1803.  When  lie  was  four  years  of  age  he 
lost  his  father,  who  died  from  the  efl'ecta  ol 
exertions  to  eave  a  friend  from  drowning. 
At  the  age  of  ten  lie  was  apprenticed  to  a 
tailor  in  liia  native  city,  with  whom  he  serv- 
ed seven  years.  His  mother  was  unable  to 
afford  him  any  educational  advantages,  and 
he  never  attended  a  school  a  day  in  his  life. 

While  learning  his  trade  ,  however,  here- 
solved  to  make  an  effort  to  educate  himself. 
His  anxiety  to  be  able  to  read  was  more  par 
ticularly  excited  by  an  incident  whicb  is 
worthy  of  mention  A  gentleman  of  Ha  -j 
leigli  was  in  the  habit  of  going  into  the. mi 
lor  e  shop  aud  reading  while  the  apprentice 
and  journeymen  were  at  work  lie  wis  ari 
excellent  reader,  and  bis  filvoriie  book  was 
a  volnnv  ,f  speeches,  principally  of  British 
etatesm  Johnson  became  interested,  and 
his  first  niiihitir.il  was  to  equal  him  as.  a 
reader,  and  bec.ime  lamiliar  with  those 
speeches.  He  took  up  the  alphabet  without 
an  instructor;  but  by  applying  to  the  jour- 
neymen with  whom  be  worked,  he  obtained 
a  little  assistance 

Having  acquired  u  knowledge  Qj  (be  lei 
lets,  he  applied  for  Ihe  loan  of  the  hook 
which  he  had  eo  often  heard  read  Tin 
owner  made  hint  a  present  of  it,  and  -rave 
him  some  instruction  on  the  use  ot  tellers  in 
the  formation  of  words  Thus  his  first  ex- 
ercises in  spelling  were  in  that  book  By 
perseverance  he  soon  learne  1  to  read,  and 
the  hours  which  lie  devoted  to  his  educ'a 
lion  were  at  nighi  alter  he  was  through  his 
daily  labor  upon  the  9hop  board  He  now 
applied  1. imself  to  books  from  two  lo  three 
hours  every  night,  afler  work i ng  [torn  ten  to 
twelve  hours  at  his  trade 

Having  completed  his  apprenticeship  ft 
the  autumn  of  1^24,  he  went  to  Laurens 
Court  House,  S  C  ,  where  he  worked  as  a 
journeyman  for  nearly  two  yeais  While 
there  lie  became  engaged  to  be  married,  but 
the  match  was  broken  off  by  ihe  violent  op- 
position of  the  girl's  mother  and  friends,  ihe 
ground  of  objection  being  of  Mr.  Johnson  s 
youth  and  want  ol  pecuniary  means,  in 
May,  1S26,  he  returned  to  Raleigh,  where  he 
procured  journey  work,  and  remained  until 
September  He  then  set  out  to  seek  his  for 
lune  in  tbe  West,  carrying  with  biro  his 
mother,  who  was  dependent  on  him  for  sup-, 
port.  He  stopped  at  Greenville,  Tenn  ,  and 
commenced  work  as  a  journeyman  He  re- 
mained there  about  twelve  months,  married, 
and  soon  afterward  went  still  further  west 
ward  ;  but  failing  to  find  a  suitable  place  lo 
settle,  lie  returned  to  Greenville  and  com- 
menced business 

i  p  i.,  this  bible  his  tdutinteoi  tvgs  limited 
to  reading,  as  be  had  never  had  an  opportu- 
nity of  learning  to  wiite  or  cipher;  but  un- 
der the  instructions  of  his  wile  lie  learned 
these  and  other  branches  The  only  lime, 
however,  he  could  devote  to  them  wan  in  the 
lead  ol  night  The  first  office  which  he 
ever  held  was  that  ol  alderman  of  the  vil  ■ 
lage,  to  which  he  was  elected;  and  re-elected 
to  the  same  position  in  1S29.  Iu  that 
year  be  was  chosen  mayor;  which  position 
he  held  foriliree  years. 

In  1835  he  was  elected  lo  ihe  Legislature 
In  ihe  session  of  t hat  year  tie  look  decided 
ground  azninst  a  scheme  of  internal  im- 
provement, which  he.  contended  would  not 
only  prove  a  failure,  but  entail  uponthe  State 
burdensome  debt.  The  measure  v\as  popu- 
lar, however,  and  at  llie  next  election,  (1837) 
he  was  defeated  He  became  a  candidate 
again  in  1839.  By  this  time  ninny  of  fhe 
evils  he  had  predicted  from  the  internal  im- 
provement policy  which  he  had  opposed  lour 
years  previous  were  fully  demonstrated,  and 
he  was  elected  by  a  large  majority. 

In  1840  he  served  as  presidential  elector 
for  the  State  af  large  on  the  Democratic 
ticket  He  canvassed  a.lnrge  portion  ,u  I  tie 
State,  meeting  upon  the  stump  several  ol 
the  leading  Whig  orators  lnlS41  he  was 
elected  lothc  State  Senate.  In  1843  he  was 
elected  to  Congre-e.  where,  by  successive 
elections,  he  served  until  ls53.  During  this 
period  of  service  he  was  conspicuous  and  ac- 
tive in  advocating,  respectively,  the  bill  (or 
refunding  the  fine  imposed  upon  Gen.  Jack- 
eon,  at  New  Orleans  in  1^46,  the  warm  ihchs- 
nre  of  Mr.  Polk's  administration,  and  :i 
homestead  bill. 

In  1S53  lie  was  elected  Governor  ol  Ten 
tieseee,  alter  an  exciting  cinvass,  in  which 
lie  was  opposed  by  Gustavns  A  Henry  He 
was  re-elected  in  1855,  after  another  active 
contest,  h is  competitor  being  Meredilli  P. 
Gentry.  At  the  expiration  of  his  second  pe 
riod  as  Governor,  in  1857,  lie  was  elected 
L*  S.  Senator  for  a  full  term  erriHns»  March 
5,  1863 

Ever  since  the  outbreak  ol  tbe  lebeiliou, 
Gov.  Johnson  has  been  ihe  stern  and  un 
compromising  enemy  ol  the  slave  oligiirch 
iata.  As  Senator  of'i he  United  States,  as  a 
public  speaker  in  behalf  of  the  Union,  and 
for  these  many  months  pastas  Military  Gov 
ernor  ol  bis  own  Slate,  he  lias  \igilan»iy 
and  efficiently  wrought  in  our  holy  cause, 
and  scored  his  name  high  amon^  the  earnest 
workers  on  behalf  of  the  imperiled  Rei-nhlir

There  have  been  a  number  of  Presi 
dents;  for  instance,  such  men  us  Frank 
Pierce  and  James  Buchanan  I'  No,  it 
would  hardly  be  ambition  which  would 
lead  a  Lieutenant  Oeneral  to  wi-h  to  be  Pres 
idenl  ..."»"m  i»v<  be,.' 

Mrs.  Grant,  you  are  a  sensible  woman, 
an  I  Mr  Grant  is  an  "obstinate  n  an."  Let 
us  continue  to  hope.

We  gave,  on  the  1st  of  July,  a  letter  from 
one  Bbstly  to  Gov.  Beamlbtte,  as  a  speci- 
men of  the  scores — nay  hundreds — that  he 
is  receiving  from  Copperheads  and  traitors. 
Here  is  another  of  the  same  class,  which 
has  come  legitimately  into  our  hands,

The  Treasury  Investigation 

A  telegram  dated  Washington,  June  30, 
says  the  majority  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Treasury  investigation,  states  tbat 
forty  witnesses  were  examined,  and  no  evi- 
dence has  been  produced  that  a  dollar  had 
been  fraudulently  issued.  The  cost  of  print- 
ing in  the  Treasury  Department  is  much  less 
than  the  rates  charged  by  the  Bank  Note 
Company,  and  in  some  instances  400  per 
ceDt.  The  Committee  say  the  Bank  Note 
Company  made  a  perjistent  attempt  to  break 
up  the  Government  printing  offices,  and  to 
injure  the  character  of  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Note-printing  Bureau,  and  to  buy  him. 
The  Committee  find  he  has  been  a  faithful 
officer,  and  the  charges  of  immorality  are 
the  result  of  a  conspiracy  on  the  part  of 
>-£l.  Baker  the  detective  and  Marshal  of 
War  Department,  assisted  by  prostitutes  and 
an  actress 

The  Committee  say  the  evidence  utterly  fails 
to  sustain  the  charges    The  charges  of  F. 
P  Blair  being  mainly  of  a  personal  charac- 
ter, and  not  involving  malfeasance  in  office 
were  not  investigated 

The  minority  state  that  they  have  not 
oeen  permitted  to  examine  into  but  a  small 
portion  of  the  allegations  made  by  Mr

It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  Gov- 
ernment provides  all  soldiers  who  have  lost 
limbs  in  the  eervice  of  the  country  with  cork 
legs  and  arms  We  make  this  statement, 
because  we  see  notices  of  public  contribu- 
tions being  raised  to  purcbaae  cork  legs  and 
arms  for  maimed  soldiers.

lamdo  Brows,  jr.  belongs.  Frankfort  has  sent 
many  gallant  and  able  officers  to  the  Union 
army,  but  no  one  whose  future  is  more  prom- 
ising thau  Col.  Brown's.  We  are  rejoiced 
that  he  came  out  of  the  recent  conflict,  in 
which  his  regiment  was  engaged,  unhurt; 
and  sincerely  hope  that  he  will  survive  many 
more  battles,  to  receive  that  promotion  which

On  the  night  ot  July  2,  a  fire  broke 
out  in  the  Military  Shop  Arsenal  building, 
at  Springfield,  Massachusetts  The  build' 
ing  was  two  hundred  feet  long,  with  a  wing 
one  hundred  feet  long,  and  two  stories  high.

financial  qualifications  rather  than  in  refer-

Rebel  Marauders  Aboui. 

On  Tuesday  morning,  July  5.  there  were 
several  exciting  rumors  about  guerrillas, 
afloat  in  town  The  facte,  so  far  as  we  can 
ascertain  them,  are  about  as  follows 

Abont  51  o'clock,  General  Lisdsey  was  ap- 
plied to  for  a  guard  to  the  5  o'clock  train  for 
Louisville, — which  had  started  out  on  time, 
and  returned,  after  froing  but  a  short  dis- 
tance, on  account  of  information  leceived, 
that  the  rebels  had  possession  of  the  road 
at  Bagdad  aud  Cbristiansburg  and  had 
captured  the  construction  train  Geu.  Lixd- 
sby  furnished  the  guard,  under  command 
of  Capt  Qciooiss  and  the  tra'.:.  agaio 
started  for  Louisville 

Afterward,  a  telegrau,  was  received  by 
Gen  LiNDrtY,  from  Beneot  station,  giving  a 
report  that  the  rebels  had  cut  the  wires  at 
Bagdad  station,  stolen  ths  telegraphic  in- 
struments from  the  office  and  set  lire  to  the 
construction  train 

At  10  15  the  regular  train  from  Louisville 
lor  Lexington  arrived.  Information  was  re- 
ceived by  it,  that  during  the  night  of  the 
4th.  some  two  hundred  rebels  had  crossed 
the  railroad  at  Cbristiansburg  and  about 
twenty  more  at  Bagdad,  that  the  latter  body 
had  cut  the  telegraph  ■■  r--  and  stolen  the 
instruments  and  took  possession  of  the  con- 
struction train,  and  stole  all  the  tools  off  the 
engine,  but  did  the  train  no  other  injury.  No 
rebels  were  seen  by  those  on  the  passenger 
train 

On  the  evening  of  July  6ih,  the  stage  from 
Shelbyvil'e  to  Louisville  was  stopped  a  short 
distance  west  of  Middletown  by  four  robbers, 
the  mail  bags  robbed,  and  three  of  four  pas- 
sengers and  the  driver  robbed  One  of  the 
passengers,  Mr.  Ccivis  Sanders,  a  well 
known  rebel,  of  Shelby  county  was  cot  mo- 
lested 


War  News  an  i  Army  Items. 

War  Department, —  Washington,  July  3—9 
P.  M.—To  \Taj.  Gen.  Dix  —The  following 
telegram  dated  to-day  at  Marietta,  Georgia, 
was  received  this  evening  from  Gen.  Sher- 
man, giving  the  successful  result  of  the  flank- 
ing operations  in  progress  some  days  back. 
The  movement  on  our  right  caused  the  ene- 
my to  evacuate.  We  occupied  Kenesaw  at 
daylight,  and  Marietta  at  8  30  A.  M.  Thom- 
as is  moving  down  the  main  road  toward  the 
Chattahoochee  and  McPherson  toward  the 
mouth  of  the  Nickajack  on  the  Sand  Town 
road.  Our  cavalry  are  on  the  extreme  flanks. 
Whether  the  enemy  will  halt  this  side  of  the 
Chattahoochee  or  not,  will  soon  be  known. 
Marietta  is  almost  entirely  abandoned  by  the 
inhabitants.  More  than  a  mile  of  railroad 
iron  had-  been  removed  between  the  town 
and  the  foot  of  Kenesaw. 

A  dispatch  from  Gen.  Grant's  headquar- 
ter a  at  9  o'clock  this  evening,  gives  the  fol- 
lowing results  of  Gen  Wilson's  operations 
60  miles  of  railroad  has  been  thoroughly 
destroyed  on  the  Danville  Road.  General 
Wilson  reports  that  it  could  not  be  repaired 
in  less  than  40  days,  even  if  all  material  were 
on  hand.  He  destroyed  all  the  black-smith 
shops  where  rails  might  be  straightened  and 
all  the  mills  where  scantliog  for  sleepers  could 
be  sawed. 

Wilson  brought  in  about  four  hundred  ne- 
groes, and  many  horses  and  mules,  gathered 
by  his  force.  Ha  reports  that  the  rebels 
slaughtered  without  mercy  the  negroes  they 
took.  Wilson's  loss  of  property  is  a  small 
wagon  train  used  to  carry  ammunition,  his 
ambulance  train  and  twelve  cannon.  The 
horses  of  the  artillery  and  wagons  were  gen- 
erally brought  off.  Of  the  cannon,  two 
were  removed  from  the  carriages,  the  wheels 
of  which  were  broken  and  thrown  into  the 
water,  and  one  other  gun  had  been  disabled, 
a  rebel  3hot  breaking  its  trunnions  before  it 
was  abandoned  He  estimated  his  total  lose 
at  from  750  to  1,000.  including  those  lost 
from  Kautz'fl  division. 

A  rebel  force  made  its  appearance  near 
Martinsburg  this  morning,  and  were  at  last 
accounts  destroying  the  Railroad  and  ad 
vancing  on  Martinsburg.  The  reports  re- 
ceived as  yet,  are  too  conflicting  to  deter- 
mine the  magnitude  ot  the  force  or  extent 
of  its  operations.         E  M.  STANTON 

The  Memphis  papers  of  July  2.  state  that 
officers  of  a  steamer  from  White  river  in 
form  them,  that  as  soon  as  Gen.  Steele  heard 
of  the  movements  of  the  rebel  Shelby,  he  sent 
forward  the  13th  Illinois,  9th  Iowa,  3d  Min 
neeota  and  the  3d  Regular  cavalry,  under 
Gen.  Carr.  This  force  confronted  the  enemy 
on  the  27th  ult ,  between  Clarendon  and  St. 
Charles,  and  a  fight  ensued,  resulting  in  the 
capture  of  200  prisoners,  the  guns  of  the  re- 
cently captured  Queen  City,  and  four  moun- 
tain howitzers.  Our  loss  in  killed  and  wound- 
ed will  not  exceed  two  hundred,  while  that 
of  the  rebels  will  reach  five  hundred. 

During  the  following  night  Gen.  Carr,  re- 
ceiving information  of  the  approach  of  rein- 
forcements under  Marmaduke.  made  pre- 
parations to  fall  back  on  Clarendon,  twenty 
miles  below  Duvall's  Bluffs.  At  last  ac- 
counts this  movement  had  been  made  suc- 
cessfully, and  reinforcements  had  been  sent 
to  Carr.  The  joint  forces  of  Shelby  and 
Marmaduke  are  said  to  be  retreating.  It  is 
reported  that  the  steamer  Kate  Holt,  with 
the  3d  Missouri  Cavalry  veterans,  home  on 
furlough,  came  down  White  river,  they  hav- 
ing in  charge  the  two  hundred  prisoners  cap 
tured  bv  Carr.  White  river  is  now  open. 
Boats  are  running. 

A  despatch  from  Charleston,  West  Virgin- 
ia, dated  July  1st  stales  that  Gen.  Hunter, 
with  the  whole  of  his  command,  has  arrived 
safe  at  this  point  without  the  loss  to  his 
army  of  a  single  pouud  of  Government  prop 
erty,  during  his  long  and  arduous  march 
or  five  hundred  miles  over  almost  impassable 
mountaiu  roads,  and  with  scarcely  any  feed 
for  his  command.  He  succeeded  in  defeat- 
ing the  enemy  in  five  different  engage- 
ments, destroying  rebel  government  property 
to  the  value  of  $5500,000  of  our  money,  in- 
cluding all  factories,  tan  yards,  mills, 
founderies,  and  furnaces  in  the  Shanan- 
doah  Valley  as  lar  as  Lynchburg.  The  most 
important  establishments  were  branches  of 
the  Tredegar  iron  works  at  Buchannon,  work- 
ing 500  hands,  and  the  military  institute  ai 
Lexington  with  its  capacious  building  and 
magazine  containing  a  large  supply  of  am- 
munition, arms,  &c.  All  railroads  and  can 
als  on  the  route  totally  destroyed.  Our  total 
loss  in  the  expedition  will  not  exceed  2,000, 
while  that  of  the  enemy,  including  prison- 
ers, must  be  at  least  5,000.  The  army  is  in 
excellent  spirits,  and  after  being  supplied 
with  much  needed  stores,  will  again  soon  be 
heard  from  in  some  locality  where  least  ex- 
pected 

Baltimore,  July  3. — Rumors  have  been 
circulating  here  all  day,  that  a  large  rebel 
forse,  under  Gen  Ewell,  attacked  the  Fed- 
eral troops  at  Martinsburg  and  compelled  an 
evacuation  of  that  place.  The  following  in 
formation  in  regard  to  the  matter  has  been 
received  at  Headquarters,  founded  princi- 
pally upon  despatches  from  Harper's  Ferry. 
About  daybreak  this  morning  intelligence 
reached  headquarters  at  Martinsburg,  to  the 
effect  that  the  rebels  were  approaching  in 
three  separate  columns;  one  by  way  of  the 
turnpike  toward  Shepardstown,  the  second 
toward  Martinsburg,  not  far  from  the  line  of 
railroad,  and  the  third  west  of  it.  It  will 
be  remembered  tbat  the  department  to  which 
the  railroad  belongs  is  that  of  Gen  Hunter 
assisted  by  Gen.  Sigel,  with  Generals  Kelly 
and  Max  Webber.  Gen.  Kelly's  force  is  at 
Cumberland,  where  no  alarm  or  excitement 
exists.  Gen.  Sigel  on  receiving  this  in  form  a 
tion  at  once  prepared  to  check  the  approach 
of  the  enemy  in  order  that  no  moveable 
property  should  be  destroyed 

The  troops  were  drawn  up  and  at  5 
o'clock  fighting  commenced  in  the  neigh 
borhood  of  Bunker  Hill  and  continued 
four  or  five  hours,  during  which  his 
cavalry  fell  slowly  back  to  the  infantry 
supports  Ascertaining  tbat  the  force 
of  the  enemy  was  largely  superior  to  his 
own,  General  Sigel  determined  to  evacuate 
Martinsburg  which  was  accomplished  in 
good  order  He  telegraphed  to  the  Railroad 
company  here  as  to  the  state  of  affairs,  and 
all  trains  and  other  moveable  property  was 
safely  taken  away  Some  heavy  trains  fill 
ed  with  supplies  tor  Gen.  Hunter,  were  also 
taken  to  a  place  of  safety  A  force  of  the 
enemy  also  came  by  the  way  of  Nortli  moun- 
tain with  a  view  no  doubt,  of  Hanking  our 
force,  but  in  this  they  were  disappointed 

A  despatch  received  at  five  o'clock  this 
evening  s'ates  that  fighting  had  been  going 
on  all  day  neRr  I.eetown,  ten  miles  from 
Harper's  Ferry,  between  the  lorce  of  the  en- 
emy moving  in  the  direction  of  the  Shep- 
ardstown pike  and  the  command  which  Si- 
gel had  left  there  to  occupy  the  place  Both 
forces  engaged  were  small,  and  it  is  official- 
ly reported  that  our  troops  had  repelled  sue 
cessfully  all  attacks  All  freight  and  pas- 
senger trains  from  the  West  were  worked 
successfully  through  last  night  but  no  ex- 
press train  tor  the  West  left  Baltimore  this 
evening  at  last  accounts  no  injury  wa? 
done  to  the  road  or  bridges  it  is  supposed 
tbat  the  force  is  the  same  that  was  sent 
against  Hunter. 


Wathington,  July  6.— The  Navy  Depart- 
ment has  received  the  followiug  despatch  : 

United  States  Steamer  Kearsage. — June  19i 
1S64,  P  M. — 'Sir;.  I  have  the  honor  to  in- 
form the  department  that  the  dav  subse' 
quent  to  the  arrival  of  the  Kearsage  off  this 
port,  on  the  14th  instant,  I  received  a  note 
trom  Capt.  Semmes,  begging  that  the  Kear- 
sage would  not  depart,  an  he  intended  to 
fight  her,  and  would  not  delay  her  but  a 
day  or  two.  Accordingly  to  this  notice,  the 
Alabama  left  the  port  of  Cherbourg  this 
morning  at  about  9}  oclock,  and  10:20 
o'clock  this  morning  we  discovered  hersteer- 
ing  toward  us.  Fearing  that  the  question  of 
jurisdiction  might  arise,  we  steamed  to  sea 
until  a  distance  of  six  or  seven  miles  was 
attained  from  the  Cherbourg  Breakwater, 
when  we  rounded  to  and  commenced  steer- 
ing for  the  Alabama.  As  we  approached  her 
within  about  one  thousand  two  hundred 
yards,  she  opened  fire,  we  receiving  two  or 
three  broadsides  before  a  shot  was  returned. 
The  action  continued,  the  respective  steamers 
making  a  circle  round  and  round  each  other. 
At  the  expiration  of  an  hour  the  Alabama 
struck,  going  dowu  in  about  twenty  minutes 
afterwards  and  carrying  many  persons  with 
her.  It  affords  me  great  gratification  to  an- 
nounce that  all  did  their  duty,  exhibiting  a 
coolness  which  gave  promise  at  the  outset  ol 
certain  victory  I  have  the  honor  to  be  most

The  London  Daily  News  published  an  ac 
count  of  the  Kearsage  and  Alabama  affair, 
correcting  the  false  statements  in  regard  to 
the  course  pursued  by  the  former  It  charg 
ed  that  tbe  Deerhound  acted  as  a  eort  of 
tender  to  the  Alabama,  that  Capt.  Winslow 
would  have  secured  the  whole  of  the  officers 
and  crew  of  the  Alabama  had  he  not  placed 
loo  much  confidence  in  the  honor  of  the 
owner  of  the  yacht,  that  he  considered 
Capt.  Semmes  and  the  others  who  escaped 
as  bound  in  honor  to  give  themselves  up, 
and  that  he  did  not  pursue  and  fire  upon 
the  Deerhound  because  he  did  not  believe 
any  one  carrying  the  flag  of  the  Royal 
Yacht  Squadron  would  act  so  dishonorably. 
The  Daily  News  also  publishes  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Stoddard,  Master  cf  the  Kearsage,  com- 
plaining that  the  Deerhound  was  the  con- 
sort of  the  Alabama. 

A  letter  in  the  Paris  Patrie  states  that 
CaDt.  Semmes  has  announced,  that,  on  the 
16th  ol  August,  he  will  again  embark  on  a 
new  Alabama,  which  will  be  completed  on 
that  day.  The  seamen  of  the  old  Alabama 
will  continue  to  receive  pay,  and  will  form 
part  of  the  crew  of  the  New  Alabama.  Ru 
inor  points  to  the  steamer  Rappahannock 
the  ex-British  war  vessel  which  stole  away 
from  Sheerness  to  Calais 

Jcly  7. — We  have  no  news  iroui  General 
Grant  or  Gen.  Sherman.  In  relerence  to  the 
raid  on  the  Potomac,  by  the  rebels  who  fol- 
lowed Gen  Hunter,  the  accounts  heretofore 
published  appear  to  be  immensely  exagger- 
ated. The  Cincinnati  Gazette  thus  sums  up 
the  news : — 

We  infer  irom  our  dispatches  this  morning 
that  the  rebel  raid  on  the  Upper  Potomac  is 
very  nearly,  if  not  quite,  on  its  last  legs. 
Six  thousand  is  now  the  outside  figures,  and 
this,  we  presume,  is  over  the  mark  Onlv  a 
small  proportion  of  the  raiders  are  mounted, 
and  a  few  scattering  bands  ol  the  latter  ven- 
tured across  the  Potomac,  but  they  have  not 
been  successful,  thus  far,  in  seeing  much 
pleasure,  which  was,  ol  course,  the  chief 
object  of  their  mission.  It  is  hinted  that 
Hunter  is  getting  in  their  rear  This,  we 
apprehend,  is  premature  We  do  not  think 
that  officer  could  have  moved  quite  so  rap- 
idly with  his  forces.  Gen.  Sigel,  it  seems, 
succeeded  in  getting  his  wagon  train  off  safe- 
ly from  Martinsburg.  Tbe  town  of  Harper's 
Ferry  was  evacuated  by  our  forces,  but  the 
guns  on  Maryland  Hights  prevent  the  rebels 
from  occupying  it  Our  special  correspon- 
dent in  the  field  sends  us  the  latest  news, 
under  date  of  last  night,  from  Frederick 
Junction.

tht  ruling  party, — deemed  it  proper  to  re- 
spond to  the  objections  urged  by  some  ol 
the  States  to  the  resolutions  of  1798;  and, 
on  November  22,  1799,  another  series  of 
resolutions  was  put  totlh  to  the  world, 
couched  in  much  plainer  and  more  emphatic 
language.  In  one  of  the  resolutions  of  1799 
will  be  found  this  remarkable  language,  Id 
regard  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
Slates,  and  the  doctrine  of  nullification  : — 

"That  the  several  States  who  formed  that 
instrument  being  sovereign  and  independent, 
have  the  unquestionable  right  to  judge  of 
tbe  infraction,  and,  a  Nullification  by 

those  sovereignties,  of  all  unauthorized  acts  done 
under  color  of  that  inst-ument,  is  the  rightful 
remedy :" 

These  resolutions,  as  »ell  as  those  pas-ed 
by  tbe  Virginia  Legislature,  in  1798,  have 
acquired  a  vast  deal  of  political  consequence, 
from  the  fact,  that  they  have  been  appealed 
to  as  containing  the  views  entertained  by  the 
early  statesmen  of  the  country  about  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  The  Ken 
tuaky  resolutions  ot  1798  are  supposed  by 
some  to  have  been  written  by  Thomas  Jef- 
fbbson;  while  those  of  1799  were  reported 
to  the  Legislature  by  Joseph  Desha 

Whatever  may  have  bren  the  purpose 
and  object  of  those  resolutions,  it  is  a  his- 
toric fact,  that  the  founders  of  the  secession 
party  have  always  appealed  to  them,  in  jus- 
tification of  the  constitutional  right  of  seces- 
sion and  nullification  We  concede  ihe  fact, 
that  there  are  some,  who  maintained  the 
doctrine  of  these  resolutions,  who  denied  tin 
construction  placed  upon  them  by  the  seces- 
sionists and  nullifiers  But  their  denial 
availed  nothing;  for  they  were  from  that 
time  inserted  in  political  platforms,  with  the 
express  purpose  ot  conciliating  the  secession 
element,  until,  finally,  that  element  became 
to  powerful  as  to  venture  the  unholy  at- 
tempt to  destroy  tht  Union 

These  mischievous  resolutions,  supposed 
to  have  been  long  sinae  buried,  are  now  ex. 
burned  by  the  rebelt  ot  Kentucky,  as  con- 
taining the  true  theory  of  our  Government. 
Let  us  examine  their  true  meaning  and  im- 
port 

The  Virginia  resolutions  made  it  the  duty 

of  a  Slate,  when  t'r  thought  that  tbe  Federal 

Government  was    traogreasing  its  powers, 

"to  interpose  fat  arresting  the  progress  of  the 
tvil." 

The  Kentucky  resolutions  oi  1798  main- 
tained the  right  of  each  State  to  judge  for  it- 
self when  an  infraction  of  the  Constitution 
occurred  ,  and  alto  ''of  the  mode  and  w>eas*re 
of  redress.'  And  Ihe  Kentucky  resolutions 
of  1799  said  that  nullification  was  the  rightful 
remedy,  to  be  adopted  by  any  Sta.te,  when- 
ever it  deemed  that  the  Constitution  had 
been  violated 

Here  is  a  delightful  least,  to  which  the 
good  people  of  Kentucky  are  invited.  The 
theories  of  the  Conttitution  announced  and 
held  by  Clay,  Jackhon,  and  Webster  are  all 
to  be  overturned,  and  the  fatal  principles  of 
Calhoun's  party  engrafted  upon  the  policy 
ofthecountry  Such  will  be  the  result,  if 
those  who  agree  with  the  Kentucky  rebels, 
should,  by  an  accident,  be  placed  in  power 

What  would  our  Government  be  worth,  if 
the  doctrine  is  established,  that  any  one  or 
more  States  can.  when  they  please,  nullify 
the  laws  of  the  National  Congress,  or  eeceile 
from  'he  Union  ?  U  would  be  a  mere  rope 
of  sand  It  wuuld  carry  us  back  to  the  days 
of  the  old  "Articles  of  Confederation," 
which  our  lather*  tried,  and  under  which 
they  hoped  to  establish  a  perpetual  Union; 
but  which,  immediately  after  our  Indtpend- 
snct  was  gained,  was  discarded,  as  utterly 
inadequate  for  any  purpotet  of  Government. 
It  was  a  body  without  a  soul.  Its  defects 
were  soon  discovered  There  was  an  absence 
of  that  power,  in  the  common  head,  which 
was  necessary  to  make  any  people  respected 
Powers  were,  indeed,  vested  in  the  old  Coo- 
federate  Congress,  but  it  could  not  enforce 
its  authority.  Its  laws  and  regulations  were 
obeyed  or  disobeyed,  just  as  the  States  saw 


would  be  a  civil  revolution  in  our  system  of 
government,  which  would  eventually  lead  us 
into  anarchy,  and  to  the  precise  condition 
which  our  fathers  so  deeply  deplored  ,  and 
which  produced  the  adoption  of  the  present 
National  Constitution,  as  "amor: perfect  bond 
of  Union  " 

Every  true  patriot  should,  therefore,  re- 
sist, now,  and  forever,  the  disorganizing 
theoriet  of  nullification  and  secession;  — 
theories  which  Ci.ay,  •euibnuun,  Jackson, 
and  Webster,  bitterly  opposed  aud  denounc- 
ed;— theories  which  subordinate  the  allegi 
ance  of  the  citizen  to  his  Natiou  to  thai  of 
his  State; — theories  which  place  our  Natiou 
and  its  Government  at  the  mercy  of  auy  one 
State,  thus  rendering  us  contemptible  and 
powerless  in  the  eyes  of  the  world 

Well  may  we  repeat  the  prayer  thai  con- 
cluded our  loriuer  article  on  this  subject  : 
When  such  theories  prevail  in  Kentucky,  or 
in  the  Nation.  Gob  save  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky,  and  the  Union  for  in  His  Al- 
mighty arm  alone  is  strength  >or  our  salva- 
tion

VVvhave  not  been  advised  what  success,  if 
auy,  has  attended  the  efforts  ot  the  commit, 
tee  appointed  by  the  public  meeting  to  raise 
a  Military  Bounty  Fund,  for  Franklin  coun- 
ty. If  they  have  not  progressed  very  far  in 
their  work,  we  have  a  suggestion  to  make1 
iu  regard  to  this  Fund,  which  should  be 
adopted.  It  is  not  in  conflict,  but  in 
entire  harmony  with  the  plan  suggested  in 
the  resolutions,  offered  by  Col.  Harlan,  and 
adopted  by  the  citizens'  meeting. 

The  suggestion  it  this:  That  instead  of 
attempting  to  obtain  individual  subscrip- 
tions, tht  necessary  amount  should  be  given 
by  the  City  Council.  The  principal  object 
in  view  is,  re  protect  the  property  and  people 
of  the  city 

The  people  ol  Frauklori  are  all  luore 
deeply  interested  than  any  body  else,  in  tht 
propoted  movement  for  home  defence  Nro 
one  can  doubt  the  power  of  the  City  Council 
to  raise  the  necessary  money,  and  apply  it 
to  the  purpose  indicated.  If  they  have  the 
power  to  build  a  hotel,  provide  water  »orks. 
and  gas  works  appoint  and  sustain  a  special 
police  force,  they  have,  certainly,  the  power 
to  provide  for,  or  rather  assisting  in  eu*tain- 
iag,  a  competent  force  to  protect  the  lives, 
and  property  ot  the  city  over  wliioh  they 
have  control. 

There  are  peculiar  reasons  why  this  mode 
ot  raiting  these  bounties  is  preferable 
to  all  others;  the  chief  of  which  is,  that 
the  burden  will  thus  be  borne  by  every  man 
according  to  his  means,  and  that,  too,  with- 
out distinction  of  party.  Starfa  committee 
out  to  tolicit  voluntary  subscriptions,  and  it 
is  morally  certain,  that  no  rebel  or  rebel 
sympathizer  in  our  midst  will  contribute  one 
cent  He  may  have  large  properly  interests 
here,  or  be  may  have  a  store  or  grocery,  yet

properly,  and  pay  nothing  for  it  3o  that  it 
it  hut  just,  that  all  who  receive  ihe  benefits 
of  home  protection  should  be  require.

There  is  another  reason  why  this  plan 
should  be  adopted  The  experience  of  all 
is,  that,  in  all  cases  of  voluntary  subscrip- 
tion.*, many  rich,  stingy  men  do  far  le»*than 
the  Doble  hearted,  generous  man  of  limited 
means 

Let,  therefore,  the  City  Authorities  make 
the  subscription,  and  raise  the  money,  and 
at  tbe  proper  time.  -  the  necessary  lax 
Then,  every  citizen  will  bear  this  burden  in 
his  just  proportion  Theu,  rebel  men  aud 
rebel  wocoen  who  despise  our  Government 
and  spit  upon  its  flag  will  not  he  permitted 
to  escape  their  equal  responsibility  iu  this 


I'roeluinalion  by  Ihe  President. 

The  telegraph  reports  a  proclamation  from 
the  President  of  the  Uuited  States,  iu  refer- 
ence to  affairs  in  Kentucky, — consequent 
upou  the  rebel  raids  and  the  invita'ion  by 
home  rehe's  to  rebelt  to  come  iuto  Ktntucky. 
Martial  law  is  declared,  and  the  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  suspended.

"The  L,a-i  Year  ol  tbe  Rebellion." 

In  the  spring  of  this  year,  several  of  the 
rebel  leaders  and  rebel  papers,  for  the  pur 
pose  of  encouraging  the  insurgeot  armies, 
declared  that  this  must  be  the  last  year  of 
the  war.  The  proposition  was  taken  up  by 
inconsiderate  enthusiasts  in  the  lo;,al  States, 
and,  in  papers  and  otherwise,  it  has  been 
rung  upon  its  every  change,  that  "this  is  tbe 
last  year  ot  the  rebellion."  To  us,  this  cry 
has  no  more  of  reason  or  sense  in  it,  than 
the  wild  predictions,  made  in  1861,  that  the 
insurrection  was  to  be  crushed  in  sixty,  and 
then  ninety  days. 

If  the  insurrection  is  lo  be  put  down  — 
crushed  out,  this  year,  it  will  have  to  be  done, 
under  the  guidance  and  favor  of  the  Lotto, 
by  the  united  and  determined  support  of  the 
Government,  and  tbe  employment  of  all  (he 
resources  of  the  Nation  to  that  end  It  will 
not  be  done  by  vociferating,  at  the  lop  of  the 
lungs,  and  glaring  capitals  in  newspapers  and 
pronunciamenloes,  lhat  •this  is  the  last  year 
ol  the  rebellion  I"  The  crushing  of  the  re- 
bellion is  a  gigantic  work;  and  it  should 
be  done,  when  it  is  done,  completely  aud 
effectually  The  destruction  of  tbe  trea- 
son that  instigated  it,  should  be  so  tho- 
rough, that,  for  all  time  lo  come,  it  will  be 
a  lesson  ou  earth,  as  the  overthrow  of  the 
insurrection  in  Heaven  was  a  lesson  to  dev- 
ils and  aogels. 

Under  the  blessing  of  Goo,  the  iusunec. 
lion  may  be  overlhrowu  this  year  We  pray 
it  may  be.  But  whether  or  not,  it  it  the 
duty  ol  the  loyal  people  of  this  ualion  to

tion at  all  hazards  and  at  every  expense  ol 
toil,  danger  ami  sacrifice.

We 
coufess  this  extraordinary  step  appears  to  us 
inexplicable  Wc  await  the  explication  of 
aventa  "

The  Lockport  (N.  Y.)  Journal  publishes 
the  following  extract  from  a  private  letter 
from  Lieutenant  Boughton,  dated  Headquar 
ters,  Second  Division,  Sixth  corps,  near  Pe 
tersburg,  Va.,  June  21,  1864 

"I  send  with  this  a  true  copy  ot  a  letter 
written  by  James  Buchanan  to  John  Tyler, 
President  of  the 'Peace  Convention,  on  the 
22d  day  of  February,  1861.  The  origina 
was  taken  by  Captain  W.  II.  Long,  Assist- 
ant Adjutant  General,  from  the  house  of 
John  Tyler,  near  Charles  City  Court  House. 
I  had  the  clerk  make  the  copy  myself  and 
know  it  to  be  correct. 

'There  was  another  leiler,  a  copy  of 
which  I  did  not  obtain,  dated  the  same,  or 
day  previous,  asking  what  effect  the  parade 
would  have  on  the  'peace  convention'  Ty- 
ler's reply  we  did  not  get,  of  course  This 
seems  to  have  been  written  on  account  ol 
his  (Tyler  s)  complaining  that  the  effect 
would  be  bad. 

"It  seems  impossible  lo  conceive  that 
President  of  the  United  States  would  sohu 
miliate  himself  and  his  country   by  apolo 
gising  to  one  of  his  countrymen  lor  allow 
ing  one  or  two  companies  of  regular  troops 
to  participate  in  the  celebration  of  Washing 
ton's  birthday     It  would  seem  to  show  con 
clusively  that   he  was  not  with,  but  rather 
against  us  in  our  struggle  for  life.     It  were 
better  for  that  man  had  he  never  been  born 
Wasuinuto.n,  February  22,  1801 
My  Dkar  Sir:  I  found  it  impossible  to 
prevent  two  or  three  companies  of  the  federal 
troops  from  joining  in  the  procession  to-day 
with  the  volunteers  of  the  district  withou 
giving  serious  offence  to  the  tens  of  thousands 
of  people  who  have  assembled  to  witness  the 
parade. 

The  day  is  the  anniversary  ol  Washing 
ton's  birth,  a  festive  occasion  throughout  the 
land,  and  it  has  been  particularly  marked 
by  the  Ilroi-se  of  Representatives. 

The  iroops  everywhere  else  joiu  such  pro- 
cessions in  honor  of  the  birthday  of  the 
Father  of  our  Country,  and  it  would  le  hard 
to  assign  a  good  reason  why  they  should  be 
excluded  from  the  privilege  in  the  capital 
founded  by  himself.    They  are  here  simply 
as  a  posse  comitatus,  to  aid  the  civil  authori 
ties  in  case  of  need.    Besides  the  programme 
was  published  in  the  Xalional  Intelligencer  of 
this  morning  without  my  persoual  knowl 
edge — the  War  Department  having  consid 
ered  the  celebration  of  the  national  anniver 
sary  by  the  military  arm  of  iheflovernmen 
as  a  matter  of  course.

Gen.  Grant's  Army. 

Wc  take  the  following  from  the  Washing- 
ton National  Iutclligcncer  : — 

The  report  which  the  Presideut  makes  of 
the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  ou  his  return  from 
his  visittoGen.  Grant's  headquarters,  is  very 
satisfactory,  and  re-assuring  for  all  who  may 
have  felt  uneasy  on  that  score,  after  the  ex- 
haustive battles  which  he  has  been  fighting, 
almost  without  intermission,  during  the 
last  forty  days — almost  indeed  from  the  day 
he  crossed  the  Rapidan — and  proves  that  the 
War  Department  has,  as  the  Secretary  slated 
two  or  three  weeks  ago,  exerted  itself  most 
commendably  in  forwarding  reinforcements 
to  Gen.  Grant,  which,  it  is  said,  have  amount- 
ed to  not  less  than  sixty  thousand  men.  The 
information,  however  to  which  we  allude,  as 
having  been  brought  by  the  President  from 
the  army,  is  found  in  the  Republican  of  Fri- 
day evening,  on  announcing  the  President's 
return  to  Washington,  and,  coming  from  that 
paper,  may  be  deemed  authentic  It  is  as 
follows: 

From  the  Front. — We  learn  a  fact  with 
regard  to  the  situation  which  must  be  grati- 
fying to  every  loyal  citizen  to  know.  It  is, 
that  Gen.  Grant,  in  all  his  interviews  with 
the  President,  while  the  latter  was  at  the 
front,  never  complained  that  he  did  not  have  men 
and  supplies  enough.

FROM  the  inception  of  the  rebellion,  tbe  gen- 
uine Union  sentiment  of  the  Stato  of  Ken- 
tucky has  found  but  little  expression,  either  in 
the  addresses  of  the  prominent  politicians  or  in 
the  press.  This  state  of  things,  at  all  times  a 
sourco  of  murmuring,  though  somewhat  allevia- 
ted by  the  partial  supply  of  loyal  journals  from 
other  States,  has  at  last  ripened  into  dissatisfac- 
tion and  a  positive  demand  for  such  a  newspaper. 

Demanding  that  the  rebellion  shall  be  suppress- 
ed,  we  would  have  all  tbe  means  necessary  to 
suppress  It  cheerfully  supplied.  Regarding  unity 
as  essential  to  speedy  success,  we  would  enforce 
it  as  the  duty  of  evory  citizen  to  give  to  those 
who  administer  the  Government — whilst  the  war 
continues — sympathy  and  support.  Believing 
the  rebellion  to  he  not  only  without  palliation 
or  excuse ,  but  a  crime  we  would  have  it  taught 
that  thoso  who  have  inaugurated  and  prosecut- 
ed it  should  wholly  bear  the  responsibility  of 
its  guilt.  Recognizing  the  rebellion  as  gigantic 
in  its  proportions,  we  woul  have  the  difficulty  of 
grappling  with  it  fully  realized. 

In  so  wide  a  field  where  tbe  instruments  em- 
ployed must  be  varied,  errors  of  judgment  are 
unavoidable.  Wo  would  not  therefore,  judge 
harshly  of  tbe  means  employed,  whilst  we  see 
they  are  suggested  by  a  sincore  desire  to  re-es 
tablish  the  authority  of  the  Government.  In  a 
word,  we  wish  to  teach  that  it  is  the  paramount 
duty  of  the  Government  to  preserve  the  Union 
by  all  tho  means  recognized  by  civilized  warfare 
Rejoicing  at  evory  triumph  of  our  arms,  we  do 
sire  to  affiliate  with  those  true  Union  men  every- 
where, who  hope  for,  and  look  to  the  nation's 
success  in  the  field — not  to  its  defeat  as  the 
surest  means  of  securing  a  lasting  and  honorable 
peace. 

The  vote  of  the  people  of  Kentucky,  on  every 
occasion — -and  their  resolutions  in  their  primary 
assemblies,  far  ahead  of  their  politicians,  far 
advance  of  their  press,  arc  to  us  the  surest  guar- 
anty—that  a  majority  are  with  ua.
